quick to interpret. Count Czernin’s 
speech as part and parcel of the great 
German military offensive in Picardy. 
They believe that it was timed.-to fit 
in with the lull in.‘the fierce fighting 
that has been going on since March 23 
in Northern France. ; 

As the German. armies tried to make 
a military wedge between the British 
and: French forces, so their statesmen 
are now trying to drive a political wedge 
between “the British, and .French Gov- 
erhments, That: is how officials in 
Washington''view the situation as de- 
veloped :in -the spéech of the. Austrian 
Foreign ‘Minister... ‘« 

They are of the opinion that the main 
object ‘of: the speech ‘was to create feel- 
ing against France among British—and 
perhaps French—workers, and produce 
a sentiment for peace in allied ‘coun- 
tries onthe basis. of Germany's réten- 
tion ‘of Alsace-Lorraine. Put in .an- 
other: way,’Germany has sought to make 
the people of the allied natiof#s ‘beliéve 
that she was and is ready for peace 
but is prevented from entering into ne-

Inciting Clemienceau’s Critics. 

In his speech Count’ Czernin “declared 
that some time before the Teutqnic af- 
fensive in the> west was begun M.

WASHINGTON, April 3.—With the

*" Some days ‘ago it was stated in these 
columns that the British had orly about 
5,000 men holding each mile of line at 
the time the Germans attacked with 
from two to several times this number, 
thé disproportion varying at the differ- 
ent points of attack. If we go no fur- 
ther than this;;‘tHe indication is plain 
that the British have only about 600,000 
men in France. ‘This ‘is, of course, non- 


4 sénse, as we know they have nearly four 


times this number, if indeed not five 
times. The question ‘is, then, where 
were these troops at the time of the at- 
tack and, since there are 30 many 
British in France, the attack was not 
stopped at the outset? 

The last available figures showed over 
§,000,000 British from the United King- 
dom under arms jn addition to the over- 
seas forces from Canada, Australia, and 
New Zealand. This ‘figure includes, 
however, the forces at Gallipoli, in 
Mesopotamia, and in Palestine, and the 
various groups in South Africa and in 
the other British colonies who now are 
doing defensive duty. What this num- 
ber is we do not know, -but it is almost 
positively a million men in all.- In ad- 
dition are included in the grand total 
men who ’are still in training and who 
are recovering from wounds or illness 
in home hospitals. 

To understand where the British in 
France were at. the time of the attack 
we must appreciate at the outset that 
the allied trench system and that of 
the Germans’ are fundamentally. differ- 
ent. The: Allies-have almost from the 
beginning held to the principle of occu- 
pying the trenches in the first line 
lightly and holding heavy reserves. The 
Germans, on the other hand, have, up 
to relatively .recently, adopted the op- 
posite system of depending primarily 
on heavily held first-line trenches. The 
result is that the British lines are more 
easily penetrated, at least for a certain

Theréfore, while some 
dispositions could have been made and 
undoubtedly were made in anticipation 
of what happened, it was not possible 
in advance to match or nearly match 
the Germans at the point of extreme 
pressure. The British in France, aside 
from those in the front-line trenches, 
were scattered morg or less over the 
entire: front, leaving only what might 
be termed their reserve army of ma- 
noeuvre. . 

When the German attack was launched 
and its location definitely fixed by the 
development on a large scale, they were 
suddenly confronted with the problem 
of greatly increasing their numbers on 
the fifty-five-mile front involved. A 
tremendous strain was immediately 
placed on all available transport. It is 
not known naturally where these re- 
serves were drawn from, but some of 
them at least—the Canadians—were 
drawn from sectors some distance from 
the actual fighting front.

British, Italian, German, and Austrian 
War Offices issue daily communiqués 
cor.cerning what’ is taking place in lo- 
calities where their troops are stationed, 
but the American War Department has 
never followed the practice, even since 
American soldiers have been engaged in 
active trench warfare. Under Secre- 
tary Baker’s new order there is to be 
no official news through the War De- 
partment in Washington of the activi- 
ties of American troops engagéd with 
the enemy in Picardy.

With respect to casualties, the next of 
kin or other designated person wilf be 
notified as usual by telegraph that 
the kinsman or friend has "been killed 
or wounded or has died of disease, 
but other relatives or friends will 
not be privleged to learn of the cas- 
ualty through the newspapers.

have no means of knowing when they 
give the lists to the newspaper corre- 
spondents that relatives or other desig- 
nated persons in this country shall have 
received the telegraphic notice from the 
Adjutant General before the names of 
those killed or. wounded are published 
in American newspapers. 

‘The workings of Secretary Baker’ 8 
new order were strongly in evidence 
today. Newspaper men who applied to 
War Department officials for informa- 
tion of happenings connected with the 
operation ‘of troops abroad were told 
that there was no use in visiting offi- 
cials, as no news could be furnished. 
The order apparently is being construed

May to undertake 
the first large transport from Ukraine. 
While I admit that the imports from 
Ukraine are ‘still small and must be 
increased, nevertheless our food -situa- 
tion ..would have. been. ‘considerably:

The difficulties of obtain- 
ing these supplies from Ukraine are 
still considerable, as no state of order 
exists there, But with the good-will of 
the Ukrainian Government and our or- 
ganization we will succeed in overcom-~- 
ing the difficulties. 

‘An immediate general peace would 
not give us further advantages, as all 
Europe today is gee ing from lack of 
foodstuffs. While the lack of cargo 
space prévents other nations from sup- 
plying themselves, the granaries of Uk- 
raine and Rumania remain open to the 
Central Powers.” 

Replying to the annexationists, Count 
Czernin said: 

“The forcible annexation of foreign 
peoples would place difficulties in the 
way of a general peace, and such an 
extension of territories would not 
strengthen the empire.

La ,Follette Rebuked by the. Defeat 
of His Candidate for the State 
Supreme Court.

MILWAUKEE, Wis., April. 3.—Re- 
turns from yesterday's, election, which 
are incomplete but cover all -except 
three of the seventy-one counties in the 
State, give Congressman Irvine L. Len- 
root, the Republican, candidate in the 
three-cornered fight for the. late Paul 
O; Husting’s seat in the United States 
Senate, a lead of 10,324 over Joseph E. 
Davies, who led the: Democratic fight 
and had been indorsed by President Wil- 
son. Victor Ll. Berger, Socialist; ran 
third, but received a vote -which on 
the basis of present estimate will ap- 
pr oximate 100,000. 

With about 200 precincts missing out 
of a total of 2, 283 in the State, On vote 
stands: 

Irvine L. Lenroot, Republican, 142,527. 

. Joseph E. Davies, Democrat, 132,203. 

Victor L. Berger, Socialist, 96,802: 

Thus Lenroot has now a plurality of 
10,324 and a-margin of 45,725 over Ber- 
ger. 

“Daniel W. Hoan, Milwaukee's Social- 
ist Mayor, has been re-elected by a ma- 
jority of 2,110 over Percy Braman, non- 
partisan. Mayor Hoan ran far ahead of 
his asociates on the Socialist city ‘ticket. 
The nonpartisan candidates for Treas- 
urer, Controller,. and Attorney have 
been re-elected by majorities over the 
Socialist candidates ranging from 10,000 
to 7,700. Of the six Aldermen at large, 
the Socialists have elected three and 
the nonpartisans three. Of the twenty-— 
five wards in the City of Milwaukee, 
nine elected a Socialist representative 
on the Board of Aldermen, This is a 
ret gain of one in the Socialist strength 
on the board. ; 

The Wisconsin soldier vote will be 
counted on Friday.

Say Eggs Were Scarce. 

The Elmer Wood Company mentioned 
in the telegram is the Western concern 
from which Zinn & Co., acting as 
brokers, purchased for Swift & Co. 150,- 
000 dozen of eggs at 48% cents a dozen, 
or 8 cents more per dozen than was 
allowed by the Focd Administration reg- 
ulations. C. A. English acted as agent 

' for Elmer Wood Company in the trans- 
action. Zinn & Co. made no more than 
its legitimate brokerage on the trans- 
action, although it operated from an 
illegitimate price. Likewise, Swift & Co. 
made no éxcessive profit on the resale, 
but the high purchase price paid by 
them for the eggs originally compelled 
them to sell at a price of from 51 to 53 
cents a dozen. 

The officers of the company said in 
their defense that eggs were scarce 
in the market when the transaction took 
place. In order to supply their trade 
they were compelled to find eggs 
wherever they could and get them at 
the lowest possible price.

They were in truth a statement of |t 
principles, not, of conditions, and 
every one of the principles set forth 
by the President has. been most fla- 
gtantly violated by Germany and 
Austria in their treaties with Russia, 
the Ukraine, and Rumania. It is use- 
less at this time to talk about a basis 
of peace which Germany and Austria 
have openly rejected. There is a more 
recent statement by President: WiLson 
of the conditions of peace which has 
probably escaped the. attention of 
Count CzERNIN. ‘When’ Bishop HEN- 
DERSON inquired the other day whether 
Mr. WHrtson’s unwavering purpose 
‘was expressed in his declaration that 


“ conscience, honor, or, capacity for

WISCONSIN. 

From 1896, except in the Progress- 
ive troubles of 1912, Wisconsin has 
been carried by the Republicans in 
every Presidential year. In 1916: it 
gave a plurality to Mr. HuGHEs, 
elected a Republican Governor and 
Senator, and a “solid” Republican 
delegation to the House of Represent- 
atives. In spite of divers independ- 
ences, eccentricities, roving, . tem- 
porary political alliances, and all the 
strange habits and inheritances of La 
Follettism, it is ‘‘normally” Re- 
publican. So the election of Mr. 
LENROOT as a Senator in Congress’ 
was to be, and was. generally, ex- 
pected. 

His Democratic opponent, Mr. 
DAvigs, made a strong canvass and 
is but a few thousand votes behind, 
Both he and Mr. LENROOT stood for 
unswerving loyalty to- the United 
States and the most vigorous sup-| 
port of the war. Mr. LENRooT is 
pledged to sustain the President in 
all measures essential to the win- 
ning of the war. The election of 
Mr. Lenroor is no mere partisan 
success. It means, as the election 
of Mr. Davizs would have meant, as 
the great vote given for the two 
means, the Americanism, the patriot- 
ism of Wisconsin, sufficiently shown 
heretofore by her acts, however belied 
by her La Follettes and Bergers. 

A regrettable large vote, nearly 
100,000, was cast for the Socialist 
Victor BERGHR, who demanded “ the 
* withdrawal of American troops from 
“ the invasion of Europe,” a Bolshevist 
“peace, an immediate armistice and 
“* peace conference.” The vote for Exs- 
NER, Socialist candidate for Senator in 
1916, was a little less than 29,000. 
The Berger gain is not due to the 
growth of socialism, but to the sullen 
opposition of many Germans and of 
La Follettjan irreconcilables or dupes, 
full of blind suspicion of whatever 
the Government does, unconscious 
anarchists, certainly not loyal, to the 
United States. In this country, as in 
Germany, the majority Socialist 
Party is still the obedient servant of 
Kaiserism. In Wisconsin Mr. Brr- 
GER, as a candidate for Senator, has 
received the support of not only ‘the’ 
regular Socialists, German in prin- 
ciple and sympathy, but of all the 
malignants from other parties, of all 
the professtonal or incurable Germans 
and Germanophiles, of the straitest 
sect of La Follette devotees and 
cranks.

AN INEXPLICABLE ORDER.

“policies, or operations abroad. will

General Marcu that the order forbids

To keep the American people, who 
are thousands of miles: away from 
the battle zone, in complete ignorance 
of what is happening to the ‘units 
of their army would be a shortsighted 
and incredibly. foolish policy. It 
would prove, as time went on, some- 
thing of a strain on patriotism. That 
would be most unfortunate, for it 
should be the judicious endeavor of 
the Administration to see that the 
interest of the people in the war and 
their concern about the fortunes of 
their armies were always maintained. 
To suppress legitimate news and to 
hide or withhold losses, denying rel- 
atives even the names of those who 
fall in battle, would -be to foster 
apathy about the cause for which 
America is fighting, to provoke sedi- 
tion among enemy aliens, and to en- 
courage the pacifists to; renew their 
agitation for a negotiated peace. 
There is one thing that the most 
patriotic Americans will not stand— 
an arbitrary and stupid censorship. 
————— 
CHAIRMAN HURLEY’S MESSAGE. 
In its issue of March 11 the Emer- 
gency Fleet News, published by the 
United States Shipping Board, esti- 
mated the deliveries of steel ships in 


March at twenty-three. Seven of 
them were to be tankers, two col- 
liers, and the rest cargo vessels. It 


was the expectation that more than 
one steel ship would be launched “:per 
day during the month.” That was the 
statement of DanrEL H. Cox, man- 
ager of the ‘division of steel ship 
construction, at a monthly dinner 
on Feb. 28. According to the 
“hurry up” telegram sent on Tues- 
day by Chairman HvuRLEy to the man- 
ager of every shipyard under contract, 
twenty-one, not twenty-three, steel 
ships were delivered in- March, the 
tonnage being 166,700; and thirty 
steel ships of a tonnage of: 219,586 
were launched. Mr. HURLEY says 
that the tonnage of steel ships deliv- 
ered should have been 197,075, or 
30,379 tons greater than reported; 
but in regard to launchings he fails 
to include ‘an estimate of the tonnage 
counted on. ‘*We are keenly dis- 
appointed,” he says, speaking for the 
Shipping Board. 

The difference of two ships between 
the estimate (a minimum, by the 
way) and the actual performance 
may not appear so important as to 
justify keen disappointment; but, un- 
fortunately, the failure in production 
was continued from February, for 
which month eighteen deliveries had 
been promised and only fifteen were 
made. If the deficiency should be- 
come a habit with the shipyards, the 
execution of the board’s program 
would be more and more of a dis- 
appointment as 1919 approached. 
Twelve times 30,375 tons (the short- 
age in March) would come to 364,- 
500 tons, and General Manager PIEz 
of the Emergency Fleet Corparation 
has been dealing with minimum -esti- 
mates. There is no room for opti- 
mism when production falls below the 
minimum. The situation,. therefore, 
calls for plain speaking, “If you 
fail,” says Chairman HvuRLEY to the 
shipyard managers, “ to maintain your 
“ schedule of production, which sched- 
‘ule the country is expecting you to 
“meet and which we must have you 
“meet to win this war, the country 
“will charge you and us with not doing 
“our part.” And with good reason, for 
Chairman HvuRLEy, speaking to the 
National Marine -League on March 
27, reported that on March 2, 1918, 
the number of men employed in the 
shipyards was 236,000, as compared 
with 45,000 at any time in 1916; and 
he said, with warrant for his op- 
timism: —— 

It took Germany forty years to build 
up her mighty military machine. In 
fess than eight months we have built 
up a shipbuilding machine which, 
when it gets into full swing, will de- 
feat the military machine of Germany. 

The American people, therefore, can 
see no reason why performance should 
not run ahead of rather than be- 
hind promise, if the contractors and 
shipyard workers are as thoroughly 
in earnest about the building pro- 
gram as Chairman HuRLEY and his 
associates are. It will be a deplorable 
pass -if production is steadily below 
minimum estimates while the. ‘curve

A DRY VICTORY. 

Ratification of the prohibition 
amendment by the Massachusetts Leg- 
islature is a considerable Dry triumph. 
A great industrial Eastern State, con- 
taining a large and diversified popula- 
tion, a Commonwealth rich in sizable 
cities, Massachusetts is in a far dif- 
ferent class from any of the ten States 
that have preceded her in forcing this 
curious “concurrent” amendment. 
That Southern States, with their local 


[and racial reasons for adherence to a 


Federal assumption of authority so 
contrary to the State rights doctrine, 
should go “dry” is natural enough; 
and the proposed concurrent authority 
of enforcement may be a salve to ten- 
der consciences. It is. natural that 
some small States, some simple agri- 
cultural States, should cling to the 
amendment. It would be possible for 
States containing a minority of .the 
population to thrust ‘prohibition upon 
mighty communities, nations in them- 
selves, Hke New York. The action 
of Massachusetts shows that a popu- 
lous manufacturing State, whether or 
not fairly represented by its Legis- 
lature, may adopt a fashion which 
has deeply troubled the tribe of poli- 
ticians. 

It is to be remembered that the Great 
and General. Court of Massachusetts 
has had no mandate to decide the 
matter; and that a lively jealousy of 
Boston is a rooted habit of the rural, 
and éspecially the Western Massachu- 
setts, mind. There was talk of a ref- 
erendum, consultative of the legal ef- 
fect, of course, to the voters at the 
next State election. Governor MCCALL 
waved that proposal away as sternly 
as our own WHITMAN. His declara- 
tion was accepted as a foretaste of rat- 
ification. The news columns of The 
Boston Transcript contained this 
statement illuminating the potitions as- 
pects of the case: ; 

There have been’ rumors for the ‘past 
few days to the effect that some. of 
the most powerful leaders in the Re- 
publican Party had decided that. it 
would be better to have the amend- 
ment ratified at once, and it was as- 
sumed at the State House today that 
the action of the Governor was in line 
with the agreed policy of his party at 
this time. 

The next day‘the Senate ratified by 
a vote of more than‘two to one the 
amendment previously accepted by the 
House. Who are “some of the most 
“ powerful leaders in the Republican 
“Party.”’ that decided that it was good 
party policy to plump for the amend- 
ment without delay? Not Senator 
LopGE and Senator WEEKs, who voted 
against submission of the amendment. 
Whatever political finesse or hope ‘un- 
derlies the course of the Republicans 
in the Massachusetts Legislature, they 
have given Federal prohibition an 
impulse and a boost that should make 
the friends of State rights and initia 
tive stir their stumps. 
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FEDERAL TAX INSTALLMENT 
,' PAYMENTS. 

Secretary McADoo has found a way 

to relieve Federal taxpayers with- 

out the objections which have been 


‘made to other bills for the same pur- 


pose. That the Treasury needs the 
money appears from. Representative 
KITCHIN’s Jament that’ the tax col- 
lections will not be half of the nation’s 
expenses in this first war year. With- 
out calculating our advances to our 
allies, including only expenditures for 
our own army, navy; and civilian es- 
tablishments, the Government will 
spend seven billions this year, and will 
collect less, it is estimated, by at least 
four billions. The Treasury has is- 
sued certificates in anticipation of in- 
come, and must redeem considerable 
sums before it. closes its account at 
the end of June. 

But the total of the expected tax 
receipts grows with each new esti- 
mate, and as it grows the discomfort 
of those who must pay in the funds 
grows.also. Some of them are pass- 
ing or reducing dividends in order to 
find tax money. All of them will find 
their accounts as mitch disarranged 
as the Treasury’s if they are not al- 
lowed to carry over into the next fiscal 
year the payments dué before July. 
Accordingly there’ have. been several 
bills for payments of taxés in install- 
ments, and they have béen approved 
by the business world with one con- 
sent. The trouble has been to find 
a plan which should enable the 
Treasury to claim the funds for its 
credit balance, yet without collecting 
them’from the taxpayers. 

' Secretary McApoo solves the puzzle 
by leaving the funds in the banks to 
the credit of the Treasury. The 
banks, therefore, would be provided 
with funds to lend to the taxpayers 
and could collect interest for what 
théy would not be required to keep

Evidently he thinks, therefore,.or per- 
haps he only realizes without thinking 
about it, that there is true importance 
in this revelation of affection, and gen- 
tleness by men whose days and nights 
are passed in the immediate presence. of 
death. And, whether it is thought or 
realization, he is right. | 

We have heard much, and too much, 
about the brutalizing effect of war on 
those participating in it. That war has 
that effect, sometimes and on some, is’ 
probably true, in the sense that it brings 
out innate brutalities by affording op- 
portunities for their safe, or compara- 
tively safe, display. But from a thou- 
sand sources we have also learned that 
war brings to perfect flower in common 
men, as well as in those who are un- 
common, qualities of the very highest 
sort—the forgetfulness of self and self- 
interest that marks the hero and the 
saint. 

And everybody, in these latter days, 
must have noted the peculiar considera- 
tion for the rights and convenience of 
others that is shown by the uniformed 
men on our streets and in our public 
conveyances. As always, there is enough

but it is next to never that these things 
aro done by soldiers or sailors. It is 
more than credible that these hard 
fighters and eager slayers of the public 
enemy love dogs—that they are glad to 
earn, even in the midst of battle, the 
love of the one animal that values and 
responds to human care and caresses.

vital importance to so 
many people in the conduct of necessary 
public and private business that the 


| responsible heads of the telephone com- 


pany were more than justified in issu- 
ing something between an appeal and a 
demand that subscribers and tollpayers 
alike refrain: from making what the 
company’s advertisement characterizes 
—and condemns—as ‘‘ curiosity calls.’’ 
By that term is meant calls made for 
the sake of getting information as to the 
cause of any unusual happening. or 
sound, and of getting it at once, regard- 
less of the trouble that may be caused 
by making hasty inquiries over the wire, 
instead of waiting for the sure arrival 
of the news through other channels. 

The instance cited is the latest explo- 
sion and fire on the Jersey City river 
front. 
a special and helpful interest in that 
disaster to strain the facilities of the 
telephone service, but in almost in- 
numerable cases they found the wires 
not at their disposal because they were 
in use by other people whose interest; 
instead of being special and helpful, was 
the quite different one.of merely want- 
ing to know the origin of a startling 
sound. 

The telephone company cannot dis- 
criminate between, the necessary and the 
unnecessary. calls; it must give connec- 
tions in order as they are asked.
